Standard items can be manu- 
factured in tremendous quantities at very low cost, while 
special styles and sizes require readjustment of machinery, 
and the waste (sometimes 33^ per cent) of standard- 
sized materials to meet special requirements.

The illustration above will show what care has been 
taken in the designing of the framing of Bennett Homes. 
This diagram has been prepared to show exactly how 
every part of Bennett walls, floors, ceilings and roof are 
placed with reference to each other. Note, first, the foun- 
dation wall plate, the plate at the first floor, the plates 
at ceiling of first story and floor of second, and at the 
roof. This prevents free circulation of air up through the 
walls, and is of great assistance in keeping the home 
warm in winter and cool in summer. Note the way the 
floors are constructed, with a sub-floor, then a layer of 
building paper, and finally the finish floor on top of that. 
This tends to warmth and sound-proofness. Walls are 
built in a similar manner with sheathing, building paper 
and siding.

Spar Varnish 

Although it costs less to furnish paint for the porch ceiling, we are 
furnishing a high grade spar varnish for two coats. Spar varnish 
is also furnished to cover the front door. 

Interior Varnish 

For interior finish of doors, windows and interior trim, we furnish 
either one coat of filler for natural finish, or one coat of stain, any 
color selected, with two coats of a very high grade varnish. This 
varnish is exceedingly durable and can be rubbed within 36 to 48 
hours. It is not affected by hot or cold water and wifl not crack. 
Practically every home owner prefers his bathroom painted rather 
than varnished. All bathrooms in Bennett Better-Built Homes are 
especially attractive, owing to the fact that they are finished in 
white enamel and all door and window hardware is furnished 
nickel plated. Enamel undercoater is furnished to cover the wood- 
work, two coats. Two coats of Bennett White Enamel^ on top of 
this makes an attractive and durable surface. Our White Enamel 
Paint will not turn yellow. Putty, oil, sandpaper and turpentine 
in proper quantities to meet requirements are furnished. 

Interior Floor Varnish 

For interior floors, we furnish one coat of filler for natural finish, 
or one coat of stain, any color selected, together with one coat of 
shellac and one coat of high grade floor varnish. 
For finishing Oak trim or floors, paste wood filler is furnished in 
place of stain or liquid wood filler. 

Stained Shingles for Side Walls 

When shingles are used on outside walls, we furnish shingles dipped 
any color desired. We do not furnish stain or dip roof shingles 
except at an additional cost on order. Refer to color chart, page 88. 

Foundation, Chimney, Fireplaces 

Although we show on our plans the location of foundation, chimney, 
fireplace, etc., we do not include these items in our prices, nor do 
we carry the materials in stock. The express and freight charges to 
be met in shipment would offset any advantages we might offer.

Framing Materials 

All floor joists are furnished in sufficient quantities to space 
on 16" centers and are doubled under all partitions and ac- 
curately cut to fit. All rafters are carefully selected to insure 
straight grain and pleasing appearance for exposed rafter ends, 
accurately cut at top and bottom and notched to fit plate. 
Exact size of joists and rafters given separately under specifi- 
cations for each house. All studding accurately cut to fit, 
spaced 16" on centers, trebled at corners of out- 
side walls and doubled at door and window open- 
ings. Single plates furnished for bottom and 
double plates for top of all partitions and outside 
walls. 

Notched Plates 

The outside top and bottom wall plates are 
notched to receive studding as shown in illustra- 
tions. Our notched plate feature is the latest im- 
provement in modern construction and is another 
example of machine accuracy of the Bennett 
system. This eliminates all possible errors in the 
placing of studs, saves at least one-half the time 
ordinarily consumed in erecting, and adds 
strength and rigidity. The notched plates for 
each wall of the house are bundled separately 
and each piece is plainly marked to correspond 
with the plans.

Double Outside Walls and Double Floors 

All Bennett Homes have double outside walls. All in- 
terior floors, both first and second story, are also double. 
Dressed and matched material is furnished for all out- 
side walls and sub-flooring. Furthermore, a good grade of 
tarred sheathing paper is furnished to be laid between 
the sheathing and the siding or side wall shingles and 
between the sub-flooring and finish flooring. The matched 
sheathing and sub-flooring, together with the tarred 
paper, insures a tight job in every respect, which means 
the elimination of draft and cold and strengthens the 
entire structure. The double wails and double floors in- 
sure a maximum of warmth and easy heating. The sub- 
floors make erection easier and save the finished floors. 

Door and Window Frames 

All door and window frames for Bennett Homes are made 
of White Pine and have iy$" outside casings. All outside 
door frames are furnished with Oak sills. Door and win- 
dow frames are cut to fit and are very easily assembled. 

Shingles 

All roof shingles, as well as side wall shingles on Bennett 
Homes, are 16" extra clear thick butt Washington Red 
Cedar shingles, five to two inches at the butt. The roof 
shingles are furnished in sufficient quantities to be laid 
4^" to the weather. Side wall shingles are 16" — 5 to 2" 
unless otherwise specified, are laid 5" to the weather and 
are furnished stained any shade desired. 

Lath 

No. 1 Spruce lath are furnished for all Bennett Homes, 
unless otherwise ordered. Lath will be omitted if so de- 
sired and plaster board furnished at additional cost.
